There is the case of Mrs. H.—, 
Opportunity No. 4 of The Atlanta’ 
Constitution’s annual Opportunity 
Fund. 

A 27-year-old wife, mother of 
two little boys, was deserted three 
years ago by the husband and 
father. he has been left alone 
with the’ children. 

Neither H. nor Mrs. H. under- 
stood then that the nervousness 
which made her nag—and “drove 
him ~to drink’—was aé_e serious 
mental illness, the result of phys- 
ical illness. It was not pure cuss- 
edness or any unwillingness on 
her part to understand his quirks, 
accept them and continue patient- 
ly as a homemaker 

Mrs. H. was worried and afraid, 
always. She was afraid of every- 
thing. She was afraid to go out. 
She was afraid to be left alone. 
She was afraid to see a doctor 
because she was afraid of what 
he might tell her. Her home and 
her children were neglected while 
she sat and cried most of the day. 
The husband, seeking escape in 
drink, only added to her fears, 
At least he gave her a fear for 
which she had some foundation. 
Then he went out one morning 
and didn't come back. That would 
give any woman a fright. 

Mrs. H. and the two children 
were destitute. 

The young woman forced her- 
self to go out, looking for help. 

A skilled social worker told 
Mrs. H.: 

“A doctor could straighten you 
out quickly.” ‘ 

“Oh, no!” protested Mrs. H. 
“I'm afraid of doctors. There’s 
nothing wrong with me physical- 
ly. I just have this horrible curse 
of being afraid of everything. I 
can’t stop worrying—lI never have 
been able to accept life as easily 
and quietly as others seem to ac- 
cept it.” 

The social worker insisted: 

“Come with me. You'll like 
this doctor. I'll stay there with 
you.” 

Mrs. H. trudged along with mis- 
givings, protesting. 

For the first time in her life 
Mrs. H. met a psychiatrist. These 
doctors, who devote their lives 


to the cure of mental ills, are 
the Army's standby today. About 
25 years’ ago, even, they were 
classed as “queer” by their broth-

The mother is a wise, 
sound woman. She came. The 
mother and the daughter worked 
together with the psychiatric 
treatment. 

“In a few months,” said the 
psychiatrist, “Mrs. H. will be 
ready to take a job. She really 
could take one now. It would do 
her good.

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Stalin in Iran, 
Berlin Insists 


CAIRO, Dec. 1.—()—President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill and President Chiang Kai-shek 
have held an historic five-day 
conference, have bound their na- 
tions in an agreement to beat Ja- 
pan into unconditional surrender 
and to strip her of all her im- 
perialistic gains of the last half- 
century, and have left for unan- 
nounced destinations. 

(In Washington it was assumed 
that an even more important meet- 
ing, particularly on the European 
phases of the war, would be held 
with Premier Joseph Stalin of 
Russia. Reuters dispatches from 
Lisbon, Portugal, said the three 
had left for Teheran, capital of 
Iran, there to meet Stalin in the 
biggest United Nations conference 
of the war. : 

(Berlin broadcasts said the con- 
ference already was under way in 
Teheran — on the Russian supply 
corridor where British-American- 
Russian wartime co-operation has 
had its most conspicuous success.) 

In an extraordinary atmosphere 
of secrecy and. precaution,’ the 
three leaders of the United States, 
Britain and China, representing 
more than’ 1,000,000,000 people, 
counting all those of the British 
Empire, met for five days—from 
November 22 through November 


|26—-while surrounded by the high- 


est galaxy of military, supply and 
political advisers, and departed at 
least three days before the news 
was given to the public. 

Agree on Operations, 

A, communique issued at the 
close declared they had agreed 
upon a plan of military operations 
against Japan which would “bring 
unrelenting pressure against their 
brutal enemies by sea, land and 
air.” 

Declaring their purpose to drive 
Japan back into her home islands, 
the three powers outlined this spe- 
cific four-point program: : 

1. Japan must disgorge all the 
islands she has seized ‘in the Pa- 


cific since the beginnifig of the’ 


first World War in 1914 (from 
whith she gained, from Germany, 
the Marshalls, Caroline and Mari- 
ana archipelagoes in which she 
planted bases for her attack on 
the United States). 

2. Manchuria, Formosa, the Pes- 
cadores (the 21 islands lying be- 
tween Formosa and the Chinese 
mainland) and all other territo- 
ries taken from China must be re- 
stored to her. 

3. Korea is to be made free and 
independent “in due course.” 

4. Japan must be expelled from 
“all other territories which she 
has taken by violence and greed.” 
(This would cover all the lands 
she has seized since Pearl Har- 
bor, the Philippines, Wake and 
Guam: British Hongkong, Ma- 
laya, Burma and islands of the 
Pacific; the Netherlands East In- 
dies and also French Indo-China, 

Loot of Five Wars. 

The above blueprint for break- 
ing up the Japanese Empire and 
liberating its conquered peoples in 
effect would divest Japan of the 
territorial loot won by aggression 
or trickery in five wars—from the 
Sino-Japanese War of 1894 to the 
present conflict, climaxed by her 
surprise attack on Pearl Harbor 
and her rapid conquests in the 
South Pacific. 

Japan’s possessions would be re- 
duced from some 3,000,000 square 
miles and 500,000,000 people to a 
little more than 148,000 square 
miles and a Japanese population 
of 75,000,000. 

(Thus, the three chief conferees 
apparently had agreed on a pro- 
gram which did not specifically 
include Sakhalin island, half of 
which Japan acquired from Russia 
in the Treaty of Portsmouth in 
1904. Presumably this was be- 


‘cause RuSsia was not represented 


at the conference and is not now 
at war with Japan.) 
Strictly Guarded. 

The conferences were held in a 
strictly guarded zone which re- 
strictions even yet will permit 
only to be described as in North 
Africa. (In Washington it was 
presumed that the meeting -took 
place in Cairo or nearby, since 
the news came under that date 
line, and the principal participants 
visited the sphinx and pyramids 
which are in the vicinity.)

Japs Hurled

were disclosed today as attention 
focused also on rumors of an im- 
portant Allitd conference in Cairo.

Tarawa atoll, where American 
dead covered every yard in some 
areas, drew the highest price in 
American blood.

REIDSVILLE, Ga., Dec..1—-WPB farming experts, here 
to inspect Tattnall Scam tomorrow and make recommenda- 


tions for betterme 


were asked tonight by Wiley L. Moore, 


state director of oorrections, to map plans for mechanizing 
the prison’s farming operations. 


“We would like to replace the 
mule and plow with the more 


’ modern tractor,” Moore told offi- 


cials. “We are now feeding 125 
mules and horses.* Fhis feed 
should be going to dairy cows. 
Prisoners could be taught to oper- 
ate the tractors and could thus 
be rehabilitated into modern 
farming methods.” 

Joseph Cox, formerly agricultu- 
ral dean of the University of Mich- 
igan and now on the staff of 
WPB, said that a good start is 
being made at Tattnall toward 
pasture land for dairy herds, and 
at the same time he pointed to- 
ward the development of truck 
crops. He had taken a _ hurried 
look at the winter farming activi- 
ties under the direction of Hugh 
Milner. 

Industrial Experts Arrive. 

Lou Kelly and Lacy Fargest, in- 
dustrial experts with“WPB, arriv- 
ed with Cox from Washington. 
They were accompanied by Frank 
Ethridge, of the Atlanta ‘regional 
WPB office. They will inspect the 
prison plant Thursday and will 
make plans for installing indus- 
trial equipment. 

Steps to give Tattnall guards 
training in modern prison tech- 
nique and to improve the food of 
the inmates were being taken by 
Ben Overstreet Jr., assistant ward- 
en of the Atlanta federal peniten- 
tiary, who has taken over his du- 
ties as assistant diréctor of correc- 
tions.

If former Governor John M. 
Slaton had any special knowledge 
on» which he acted when he com- 
muted the death sentence of Leo 
Frank to life imprisonment, as in- 
timated by Judge Arthur G. Pow- 
ell in his widely discussed book, 
he will take the secret with him 
to the grave. 

“Whatever I might say now 
with yegard to the Frank case 
would add fuel to the fires of con- 
troversy,” the former Governor 
told The Constitution. “No good 
purpose can be served by such a 
statement now and J do not want 
to quarrel with anyone.” 

Although Slaton avoided any di- 


rect comment on this point, the | 
reporter came away from the in-| 


terview with the definite convic- 
tion that the former Governor was 
guided at the time by the firm 
belief that Frank’s guilt was at 
least open to suspicion and that 
justice would be served by spar- 
ing the man’s life. 

Leo Frank had been accused of 
the murder of Mary Phagan and 
had been convicted on circumstan- 
tial evidence. Men who know 
Georgia law point out that in such 
cases the trial judge usually has 
the power to impose a life sen- 
tence. 

“There is so much that people 
do not understand,” explained Sla- 
ton in support of his avowed in- 
tention to remain aloof from any 
controversy. 

“Sometimes it is difficult for 
the layman to realize that in Geor- 
gia the Governor was a part of the 
judicial system. 


“Matters of clemency were not. 


personal matters. Their perform- 
ance was a duty and obligation 
of the official. 

“No personal consideration en- 
tered into the Frank decision. | 
never saw Leo Frank. I never 
saw Mrs. Frank, 

“But from the statement given 
by Mrs. Frank in an interview in 
The Constitution, I am convinced 
that she is a very fine, brave wom- 
an.

negotiated peace—an -Armistice 
that will simply be “the begin- 
nifig of World War III.” 

That is the conviction of Cecil 
Brown, keen-faced, soft-voiced lec- 
turer, radio commentator and war 
correspondent, who made a one- 
night stand in Atlanta yesterday 
in his southern swing of a nation- 
wide lecture tour. 

“This. war is far from won,” 
he declared succinctly. “Fight 
months ago I said that the CGer- 
man generals know that they have 
lost the war—and I have seen 
nothing since then to change my 
mind. The main thing the Ger- 
mans are after is a negotiated 
peace.” 

Ravage Other Nations. 

Knowing that defeat for them 
in World War II is inevitable, the 
Germans ‘are already laying the 
groundwork for World War III 
with Himmel’s butchery ef civil- 
jans in occupied European coun- 
tries. 

“Germany has already reduced 
the manpower resources of other 
European countries. In France 
five to ten years from now the 
population will be not 40,000,000 
but 27,000,000. With -weak and 
decimated nations around them 
a new Germany will have the 
edge in the next war.” 

Brown, who lectured at the Er- 
langer theater last night under 
the auspices of the Junior League, 
in an interview yesterday after- 
noon stressed the importance of 
Americans remembering that Fas- 
cism is not a person—incarnate 
in Hitler and Mussolini—but an 
ideology that must be stamped out 
even after those arch-fiends have 
been brought to justice. 

“As far as I am concerned this 
is my war against Fascism,” 
Brown declared, “and Fascism is 
anyone anywhere in the world— 
even here in America—who takes 
special privileges to himself and 
denies them to others.” 

The correspondent, who was 
aboard the H. M. S. Repulse when 
.it sank, warned against Americans 
hunting for “a cheap, easy vic- 
tory”. and expressed the fear that 
as the toll of casualties mounts 
Americans will become more re- 
ceptive to German peace -offers. 

“Can See Picture.” 

“I can see the picture now,” he 
went on somberly. “How many 
American congressmen will be 
screaming, ‘Bring our boys home! 
The war is over—bring our boys 
home'” 

While the Germans already 
have their minds on surrender, 
the contrary is true with the Japa- 
nese, according to Brown. 

“I don’t foresee the uncondi- 
tional surrender of Japan—or any 
surrender without the occupation 
of Japan itself, he said. My per- 
sonal opinion is that we will have 
to wipe out every Japanese sol- 
dier, sailor and airman before we 
can expect a victory there.” 

Brown, author of the recent! 
“Suez -to. Singapore,” emphatical- 
ly denied the stories that Japa- 
mese soldiers would rather die 
than -surrender are legends. 

“It's a queer point of view,” 
he admitted with a wry smile, 
“but they consider dying a sort 
‘of personal victory.” 

From Atlanta Brown went to 
Thomasville and from there he 
expects to go to Shreveport. 
Asked if he‘ planned to return 
to the fighting fronts, where he 
has had an extraordinary knack 
for seeing action, the soldierly 
looking correspondent said “The 
war is right here at home.”

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FDR Salving Blows 
Of War, Axis Shrieks 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Axis propaganda experts—apparently taken off base by 
the actual American-British-Chinese conferences in North 
Africa—drummed on the theme yesterday that a four-power 
meeting with Russia was under way at Teheran, and with 
an intensity perhaps betraying their own fears sought to 


discredit it beforehand. 

For two weeks the Germans 
have reported high Allied discus- 
sions at Cairo or Teheran in Iran 
(Persia), but at an early hour last 
night there was no direct Axis 
comment on the declarations from 
Cairo of President Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

The Berlin radio declared that 
a meeting of these three and Pre- 
mier Marshal Stalin “apparently 
now is taking place in Teheran” 
and that the main question before 
them was whether it will “be pos- 
sible to synchronize political and 
military strategy in the camp of 
the Allies.” 

Cold Water. 

Attempting to throw cold water 
on the importance of such a broad 
parley, the broadcastS told Ger- 
mans at home it was necessary 
because Stalin “needs a ‘second 
front which would relieve his 
own military predicament,” since 
he cannot “enforce a military de- 
cision against. Germany.” 

President Roosevelt, the Nazis 
continued, “wants some political 
or military success which he could 
dish up to his countrymen as a 
tonic for heavy Japanese blows 
in the Pacific.’ One broadcast 
predicted he again would ask 
Stalin for Pacific bases to hit 
Japan and “that this request will 
not be granted.” 

Chiang is participating, Berlin 
Said, because he needs “some cold 
comfort” to give to his govern- 
ment “in their present political 


and military difficulties.” 


As for Churchill, Berlin asserted

he “is not really interested in the 
creation of a second front so long 
as Britain’s allies pay the toll of 
blood. in the fighting.” 

Berlin predicted that the Te- 
heran conference probably would 
“start a gigantic propaganda cam- 
paign with the aim of separating 
the German people from its lead- 
ership,” and Germans in the Reich 
were warned to expect some sort 
of manifesto on that order. 

The Wilhelmstrasse was pic- 
tured as regarding the conference 
“with perfect equanimity” and 
even “certain satisfaction” on the 
grounds that the same problems 
were _being discussed as were 
reviewed by the foreign minsters 
at Moscow, hence indicating the 
failure of the Moscow talks. 

Berlin relayed a Tokyo state- 
ment of a foreign office spokes- 
man that “the whole affair was 
a political maneuver stage-man- 
aged for the purpose of deviat- 
ing attention of the public from 
the latest Allied defeats in the 
Pacific” and as a sop to Chung- 
king because China was not rep- 
resented at the Casablanca meet- 
ing last January, 


The Germans also reported a 
speech by Japan’s Premier Hideki 
Tojo in which—without reference 
to any Allied meetings—he urged 
his people te increase their war 
efforts two or three times. and 
to effect the greatest economy, be- 
cause the Allies “are continuing 
their attacks. stubbornly in hopes 
of a quick decision by their ma- 
terial strength.”

General Claire L. Chennault, the

The noted absence of General 
MacArthur, Allied commander-in- 
chief in the southwest Pacific, 
somewhat localized the discus- 
sions, however. 

It is obvious that the strategic 
position of General MacArthur 
does not call for early direct co- 
operation with the Chinese forces, 
but this preliminary session on 
over-all Pacific strategy is likely 
to be followed by others bringing 
together the men charged with 
beating the Japanese. 

Stalin's absence from the meet- 
ing was,generally attributed to the 
continuing Russian neutrality in 
the far Pacific fighting and a de- 
Sire to avoid any appearance of 
Impending belligerency against 
Japan. 

This did not dampen hopes that 


the future will bring American 
and British war chiefs together in | 
an even more momentous session | 
to cement the anti-Hitler phalanx 
hewed out clearly at the Moscow 
‘foreign secretaries’ meeting. 
Generalissimo and Mrs. Chiang 
arrived by plane on the morning 
of November 21, Prime Minister 
Churchill arrived by sea the same | 
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evening after stops .at Gibraltar, 
Algiers and Malta, and -President 
Roosevelt arrived the next morn- 
ing by plane. 

Behind a guard of. tousands of 
soldiers and secret agents who 
toured the bedlam of bars, hotels 
and night spots seething with ru- 
mors, the three chiefs of govern- 
ment, their chiefs of staff and 
highest advisers conferred morn- 
ing, noon and night. 

Newspaper correspondents. were 
not permitted to see a single prin- 
cipal in the drama, and the only 
news given out by four non-jour- 
nalistic observers was largely lim- 
ited to the physical facts, such 
as who conferred: with whom, and 
various social phases of the dis- 
cussions. 

From such outlines it was 
learned that these took an impor- 
tant role:

Lauds Tarawa Landings 


QUANTICO, Va., Dec. 1.—(#)— 
Lieutenant General A. A. Vande- 
grift, the Marine Corps next com- 
mandant, today rated last week’s 
landings on Tarawa as equal to 
any other in the corps’ record. 

“There has never been in the 
history of the corps, or I venture 
to say of any other force, a better 
led or more  heroically-executed 
operation than that just complet- 
ed,” he told a class of officers be- 
ing graduated at this Marine base.

Although the conference »sten- 
sible was devoted chiefly to the 
Pacific theater, it was noticeable 
that the Chinese were absent from 
the biggest military meeting of 
all, near the close, when General 
Fisenhower presided A _ spokes- 
man said it was devoted to the 
Mediterranean campaign and Eu- 
ropean grand strategy. 

Reliable reports said the Ameri- 
can and British general staffs en- 
gaged in a long discussion on the 
details of a European invasion. 

A British source said the con- 
troversial subject of “island hop- 
ping” in the Pacific—already 
combed over in public by General 
MacArthur—was gone into thor- 
oughly. 

Five Issues. 

This source outlined these five 
issues as in the forefront of dis- 
cussions on the British-American 
side: 

1. Carrying the sea-air offensive 
to the gates of Japan. The de 
termination to do this was reflect- 
ed in the strength of the naval 
staffs present. The British ad- 
miralty alone was represented by 
58 officials. 

2. Avoidance of local operations. 
This was where “island hopping” 


was reported to have come in for) 


extended talks. 

3. Correlating future strategy 
on the basis of broader liaison 
between staffs. 

4. Settling the enormous prob- 
lems of transporting troops. and 
supplies. 

5. Developing the weight of the 
Patific aif assault. ~ 

The same source said the four 
main and urgent problems brought 
to the conference by the Chinese 
were: 

1. Combined strategy for the 
Pacific, southeast Asia and China 
for the quick defeat of Japan by 
‘an all-out offensive. 

2. Reopening the Burma road 
by attack from India. 

3. Badly needed supplies for 
the Chinese armies and people. 

4. Postwar reconstruction § in 
China and help from the British 
and United States governments. 

While the generals and ad- 
mirals weighed their plans, the 
three chiefs of government were 
said to have talked in an atmos- 
phere of warmest friendship, with 
Chiang’s serene demeanor, unbow- 
ed by his years of bitter warfare, 
contrasting with Churchill’s buoy- 
ant enthusiasm and Roosevelt’s 
engaging spirits. 

The trio generally conferred 
alone in great secrecy at night 
after their advisers had held sep- 
arate or joint meetings in the 
morning and afternoon. 

The later sessions were held in 
a huge room furnished with a 
broad table and 28 chairs, with 
a huge global map on the wall in 
which the Pacific was the center. 

The official statement announc- 
ing the news which friend and 
foe alike had been excitedly spec- 
ulating about for weeks began in 
almost casual language. 

It said: 

“President Roosevelt, Gener- 
alissimo Chiang Kai-shek and 
Prime Minister Churchill, togeth- 
er with their respective military 
and diplomatic advisors, have 
completed a conference in North 
Africa.” 

It continued: 

“The several military missions 
have agreed upon future military 
operations against Japan. The 
three great Allies expressed their 
resolve to bring unrelenting pres- 
sure against their brutal enemies 
by sea, land and air. This pres- 
sure is already rising. 

“The three great Allies are 
fighting this war to restrain and 
punish the aggression of Japan. 

“They covet no gain for them- 
selves anc have no thought of ter- 
ritorial expansion. 

“It is their purpose that Japan 
shall be stripped of all the islands 
in the Pacific, which she has 
seized or occupied since the be- 
ginning of the first World War in 
1914, and that all the territories 
Japan has stolen from the Chi- 
nese, such as Manchuria, Formosa, 
and the Pescadores, shall be re- 
stored to the republic of China. 
Japan also will be expelled from 
all other territories which she has 
taken by violence and greed. 

“The aforesaid three great pow- 
ers, mindful of the enslavement of 
the people of Korea, are deter- 
mined that in due course Korea 
shall become free and _  inde- 
pendent.

The U. S. 10th Army Air Force, 
meanwhile, struck its mightiest 
blows in the China-Burma-India 
theater when two heavy bomber 
formations, each made up of more 
than 50 B-24 Liberators, pounded 
Rangoon during the weekend, 
dropping a total of approximately 
250 tons of bombs. 


Medium American bombers fol- 
lowed in the wake of the two 
raids and hurled explosives on 
special targets. Employing tactics 
developed over Europe by the Al- 
lies, the Americans, in co-opera- 
tion with the RAF, hit day and 
night. 

A City of Smoke. 

Japanese fighters, making an ef- 
fort to halt the onslaught, fell 
back after losing 14 aircraft shot 
down by American fighters and 
bomber gunners. 

Rangoon, where shipping has 
virtually been halted by Allied 
periodic bombing in the past eight 
months, was a city of smoke by 
day and red glow by night as 


bomber after bomber went over 
the target. 

The aerial offensive followed 
the recent prediction by the com- 
mander of the American Air Force 
in the theater, Lieutenant Genera] 
George Stratemeyer, that the Jap- 
anese could expect Allied air 
forces to take increasing action 
over Burma, 


The raids on Rangoon were 
twice as large as any previously 
made in this theater. 


American authorities said they 
believed Rangoon, which has been 
subjected to many raids, undoubt- 
edly was well on the road to be- 
coming useless to its Japanese 
captors. It previously was stated 
that 75 per cent of the transport 
facilities in the city had been 
knocked out by British and Amer- 
ican attacks. 

Allied warships have shelled 
Madang, on the northeast coast of 
New Guinea, and the Japanese air 
base at Gasmata, on the south 
coast of New Britain island, in 
night attacks, General MacArthur 
announced today. ‘ 

The shelling of these two Japa- 
nese centers was effective, Mac- 
Arthur’s communique said. 

In another phase of these con- 
centrated attacks on the enemy’s 


bases in the southwest Pacific 
area, Allied bombers again hit the 
Japanese air strips at Cape Glou- 


cester, on the western tip of New 
Britain, dropping 28 tons of ex- 
plosives. 


A Japanese destroyer was at- 
tacked and probably damaged off 
Talasea, which is on the north 
coast of New Britain opposite 
Gasmata, 


Other Allied bombing groups 
dropped 146 tons of bombs on the 
Alexishafen area, 10 miles north 
of Madang, and on enemy posi- 
tions around the Empress Augusta 
Bay area on Bougainville island 
in the North Solomons, where 
American Marines and Army 
troops are expanding a beachhead 
established November l., 


The stressing of aerial and war- 
ship attacks in the Madang area, 
and the hammering of Japanese 
air strips and coastal installations 
around Gasmata, could mean ac- 
tivity in preparation for an Allied 
jump from the Huon peninsula, 
New Guinea, to New Britain is- 
land, which, on its northeastern 
tip, is also the location of the oft- 
pounded Japanese base at Rabaul. 


Madang is on Astrolahe harbor 
and almost directly west? of New 
Britain, across Vitiaz strait. It is 
a Japanese barge center as well 
as an air base. It is about 150 
miles northeast of Finschhafen, 
important coastal point on Huon 


peninsula which the Allies cap- 
tured October 2. 

In the aerial attack on the Cape 
Gloucester area, Allied planes 
struck eastward along the north 
coast from Borgen bay to Reibeck 
bay, destroying barges and silenc- 
ing gun positions. This was the 
second straight day of attacks 
here, and resulted in the destruc- 
tion of enemy bombers on the run- 
way and starting of fires in supply 
dump areas. 

The naval attack on Gasmata 
was conducted by light units 
which. effectively bombarded 
shore installations, the communi- 
que said, 

The successful defense of Chang- 
teh, which westerday appeared 
doomed, was conducted under a 
“brilliant cover” of American and 
Chinese planes, the Chinese high 
command announced in Chung- 
king. In vicious hand-to-hand 
fighting in the streets the Chinese 
defenders drove the Japanese 
from the city, foot by foot. 


In Chinese Hands. 

The announcement that Chang- 
teh was “firmly in Chinese hands” 
was believed to indicate such an 
improvement in the situation in 
northern Hunan Province as to 
remove, at least temporarily, the 
threat to Changsha, the provincial 
capital. Changteh is the gateway 
to Changsha arid China’s vital 
“rice bowl” region.

Asked specifical- 
lv what he planned to do, Davis 
would not elaborate, but the fact 
that a stiff protest had been for- 
warded came out later from other 
sources. 

Davis pointed out that the story 
had been distributed to American 
newspapers to be held in strictest 
secrecy until 7:30 p. m. today. 

Spurns Explanation. 

Davis spurned an explanatory 
statement issued by Reuters today 
—which said that its dispatch re- 
Ited from “spontaneous journal- 
istic enterprise” at Lisbon, Por- 
tugal. He made it clear that he 
felt there had been a failure in 
British censorship in London. 

Bracken, as head of the British 
Ministry of Information, also is in 
charge of English censorship.

Beef Ration Points 
Cut by OPA Order 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—(AP)—Steak and roast beef can 
come to the family table more often beginning Sunday— 
ration costs of all beef were cut one to three points a pound 
today by the Office of Price Administration. , 


In the other ration changes, OPA 
sharply reduced point costs of 
many canned vegetables and 
canned grapefruit, orange and 


sauerkraut juice point free. 

On the other side, point costs of 
cheeses and canned fish were 
raised. American cheese advances 
from 8 to 10 points a pound and 
all canned fish except oysters 
from 12 to 16 points. Oysters go 
down one point to four a pound. 

All the changes are effective 
Sunday. Reductions in pork ra- 
tion costs previously had been an- 
nounced. 

Stores Overstocked. 

OPA, said beef ration costs are 
being reduced because retail stores 
will have 1,300,000,000 pounds of 
meat to sell in December compar- 
ed with about 1,000,000,000 pounds 
in November. Porterhouse steak 
drops from 12 to 9 points, top 
round from 13 to 10, 10-inch rib 


from 8 to 5. The cut on hamburger 
is one point, from 7 to 6. 

Release of additional stocks by 
the War Food Administration en- 
abled OPA to reduce point costs 
on some canned foods. It slashed 
the cost of green or waxed beans 
(No. 2 can) from 8 to 5 points, car- 
rots from 8 to 5, spinach from 19 
to 12, and baked beans from 14 
to 10. 

Butter, still scarce, continues at 
16 points a pound and-oleomar- 
garine at six points.

Pay Law ‘Out’ 
For Laundries 


The U. S. Department of La- 
bor has announced it is suspend- 
ing enforcement of wage and hour 
standards for laundries but region- 
al War Labor Board spokesmen 


said cases now before the national 
WLB involving Georgia laundries 
would proceed as scheduled, the 
Associated Press reported from 
Washington. 

James G. Johnson, regiona! -di- 
rector of the wage and four divi- 
sion of the Labor Department, said 
a recent court decision had led 
the department to hold up further 
enforcement action pending a U. 
S. supreme court decision on ap 
plication of the fair labor stand- 
ards act to the industry. 


Most laundry and linen supply 
company business is local, John- 
son’s announcement said, and the 
department hopes states wil! take 
action to protect workers against 
low wage scales. 


“In the absence of federal en- 
forcement of wage and hour stand- 
ards,” he said, “it becomes dou- 
bly important that state enforce 
ment be vigilant where legal min- 
ima are already established and 
that other states step in where 
possible to prevent exploitation.” 

WLB officials said the court de 
cision referred to by the Labor 
Department was based on the con- 
tention laundries were not engag- 
ed in interstate commerce. Laun- 
dries also have made the same 
claim in cases before the WLB, 
but the latter has taken jurisdic: 
tion on the ground the laundry in- 
dustry affects the war effort. 


Cases Pending. 


Several cases involving labor 
agreements with laundries are 
pending before the National War 
Labor Board in Washington. In 
one, counsel for a number of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., laundries refused to 
testify before the board, contend- 
ing they might be held in con- 
tempt of the Chatham superior 
court.

and union officials from proceed- 
ing with the case. A hearing 
scheduled for his court on Novem- 
ber 18 was continued until De- 
cember 10.

Nazis Brace, Stop Russians 


the Rhineland industrial city of 
Solingen yesterday for the second 
time in two days, it was an- 
nounced early today. 

Twenty-seven of the heavy 
bombers failed to return. Return- 
ing pilots said the Germans threw 
up an unusually wide variety of 
fighters against them and filled 
the air with rockets. 

The RAF bomber command, 
gathering strength for the next 
heavy attack on Germany, sent 
Mosquitoes over Germany’s west- 
ern reaches, keeping the bombe 
Germans alerted another night. 


Meanwhile, to the south Libe 
tors of the American northw 
African Air: Force contribu 
further to the aerial encirclem 
of the European fortress with tJ 
the Italian Adriatic port of Fiume, 
which the Germans are probably 
using as a supply base for their 
armies in Italy and the Balkans. 

A war bulletin from General 
Josip Broz (Tito) said yesterday 
his Yugoslav Partisans had driven 
the Germans back in bloody fight- 
ing in the mountains of central 
Bosnia and that elsewhere in the 
Balkans guerrillas were inflicting 
heavy punishment on the troops 
of Field Marshal Erwin Rommel. 


The communique, however, 
acknowledged the Germans had 
occupied the small island of Uljan, 
a few miles off the northern 
Dalmatian coast. 

Tito—whose forces now include, 
according to reports here, the Ital- 
ian Venezia division and the rem- 
nants of two other Italian divi- 
sions—reported the recapture of 
Vares, an industrial center 25 
miles north of Sarajevo after bit- 
ter fighting. It was the second 
time within three months that the 
Partisans had wrested the city 
from the Nazis. 

Advance in Macedonia. 

The Partisan communique also 
told of guerrilla advances in Mace- 
donia, and of heavy fighting along 
Yugoslavia’s northern Adriatic 
coast. 

The Russians, having curtly re- 
vealed a retreat from the railway 
junction of Korosten on the Kiev 
bulge Tuesday, yesterday briefly 
mentioned fighting in only three 
areas, with meager advances cap- 
turing less than a dozen populated 
places in the entire 600-mile active 
front. 

The Moscow communique, re- 
corded by the Soviet monitor, said 
the offensive northwest of Gomel 
had advanced slightly, overrun- 
ning the town of Narovl, 14 miles 
east of Jgelsk on the Pripet river, 
while in the Dnieper bend the Red 
army apparently scored its great- 
est advance of the day. Six towns 
were taken southwest of Kremen- 
chug where the Russians were last

With the rail centers of 
Korosten and Zhitomir recaptured 
by the Germans, the Russians 
were battling to hold not only 
their salient, but indirectely the 
Ukraine cpital of Kiev, won back 
at the cost of heavy attack. 


Nor did the communique men- 
tion the race for Zhlobin, key 
junction of the escape route for 
the retreating German garrisons 
of Gomel. The Russians were last 
reported closing a pincer whose 
ends were 17 miles apart at Zhlo- 
bin. The New Berezina river front 
also failed to win mention despite 
its importance in flanking the 
German line protecting the Dnie- 
per and Minsk. 

Moscow dispatches, however, 
gave some explanation of the lack 
of Soviet progress. They said the 
Germans were moving into the 
attack in a concerted effort at re- 
gaining lost lines of communica- 
tions. German reserves have 
poured into the front on railroads 
that run from Germany through 
Poland and been deployed over 
large sectors of the front. 

Back in Italy, already the 
Eighth Army had beaten off sev- 
eral determined Nazi _ counterat- 
tacks as it fought up the Adri- 
atic coastal plane toward the im- 
portant seaport of Pescara, only 
about 20 miles away.

Pro Air Power on Top! 
Passes Get 106 Markers 


By BUCKY 


O’CONNOR. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—(4)—Although it’s fairly well established that 
this is the age of air power, the National Football League has further 
evidence to submit, namely: For the first time in the loop’s history, 
more touchdowns have been scored via passes than on the ground. 


With four teams having com- 
pleted their 10-game schedules 
and the other four almost fin- 
ished, figures today showed that 
aerials have accounted for 106 
touchdowns while rushes have 
netted 95 in all league games. 

George Strickler, league publi- 
cist, who said rushes always pro- 
juced more scores in the past, 
ascribed the turnabout to growing 
popularity and more frequent use 
of passes, together with an In- 
crease of approximately six in the 
average number of plays per 
game. e 
_ Responsible for the increase in 
plays, he added, is that an average 
of two more penalties are being 
called each game and two more 
passes are falling incomplete, thus 
allowing additional actual, playing 
time. On the average, league con- 
tests now provide a total of about 
180 plays, including kickoffs and 
punts. 

Passing artists such as the Chi- 
cago Bears’ Sid Luckman, Sammy 
Bauch of Washington, Leroy Zim- 
merman of Phil-Pitt, Tony Ca- 
nadeo and Irv Comp of Green 
Bay, have helped build an aver- 
age gain of 6.3 yards for every 
pass completed in the league. Av- 
erage rushing gain is 3.3 yards. 

Luckman has had a mighty 
hand in establishing the Bears’ 
new loop record of 404.5 yards 
gainsd per game. The previous 
league record of 388 yards was set 
by the Bears in 1939. This week’s 
runner-up offensively is Green 
Bay with 341.5 yards. 

The Packers also run second to 
the Bears in passing with 200.7 
yards net per game,’ compared 
with the Western Division cham- 
pions’ 239.4. 

In upsetting the Redskins last 
Sunday and endangering their 
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Eastern Division title hopes, Phil- 
Pitt also displaced the Bears as 
rushing leader. The Steagles boast 
a 176.5-yard gain per game com- 
pared with the Bears’ 161.1. 
Washington, though whipped, 27 
to 14, completed 14 of 18 passes, 
maintaining its leadership in 
aerial proficiency with a comple- 
tion mark of .533. The Redskns 
also clung to top defensive honors, 
having yielded 223.5 yards a game 
while Phil-Pitt replaced the Bears 
as runner-up with a 224.8 mark.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.— Minor 
league baseball was sustained to- 
day and baseball’s structure was

REAL SOUR NOTE. 


And so the effort to oust Bram- 
ham was really a travesty. 

The rea] sour note of the con- 
vention, however, came in a floor 
speech by Frank Shaughnessy, 
president of the International 
League and author of the screwy 
Shaughnessy playoff. 

Shaughnessy said: 


“A report from the credentials 
committee of the minors is worth- 
less.” 

If a report from the credentials 
committee is worthless, the whole 
structure of baseball is, of course, 
no good, No one understood what 
Shaughnessy meant. 

President Billy Evans, of the 
Southern League, came to the 
front at this point. 

“How do you know?” he asked 
Shaughnessy. 

BRAMHAM PRAISED. 

No terrific opposition developed 
after the opening floor speech. 
Jim Boyd, who is president of the 
Jacksonville Tars when the Sally 
League operates, spoke glowingly 
in favor of Bramham and it was 
smooth sailing from then on. Only 
a few stooges had anything to say 
against the judge’s re-election for 
a five-year term and the same 
salary. 

Bramham is now beginning his 
fourth term. He started at a sal- 
ary of less than $5,000 a year. He 
has done a great job. 

The big point in the meetings 
now is for Atlanta to land some 
player assistance for next year. 
There is only a fair nucleus of old 
men left, including Lindsay Deal, 
Marshall Mauldin and a couple of 
pitchers. 

The club will be helped by 
voung talent signed last season. 
But there must be a little more 
balance. Mann and Cuyler are 
busy trying to make some deals. 
This may sound like an old story, 
but these are trying times.

Revolt Collapses 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—(#)—The 
revolution against the control of 
Kenesaw M. Landis and William 
G. Bramham over minor league 
baseball collapsed today in a bit- 
ter brawl that brought roars of 
illegality and threats to take the 
entire major league setup into the 
courts. = 

And when“the smoke cleared 
away, Landis still was head man 
in power and Bramham was re- 
elected president of the National 
Association of Professional Base- 
ball Leagues. 

The two remained right in the 
driver’s seats, although it took 
some fast “footwork” by Bram- 
ham in his handling of the Nation- 
al Association meeting to remain 
there. 

The explosion on the floor of 
the convention and the resultant 
re-election of Bramham and re- 
newal for one year of the major- 
minor league agreement, by which 
Landis wields the big stick over 
the minors, was by far the hottest 
action of the week-long winter 
baseball meetings to date. 

Although the attempted rebel- 
lion was broken up at the Na- 
tional Asso¢iation convention, the 
five insurgent leagues flatly de- 
clared they weren’t “going to take 
this lying down,” 

A committee representing the 
insurrectionists took the squabble 
to Landis immediately and con- 
ferred for several hours with him. 
The high commissioner said “no 
decision will be made tonight, but 
we'll definitely finish it up to- 
morrow.”

Night Game Request 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—(A’)—The 

Washington Senators were given 
permission by both the National 
and American Léagues today to 
play as many night games as they 
want to in 1944, but a request of 
the St. Louis Browns for extra 
arclight tilts was turned down by 
the National League.

Baseball’s Problem 


At baseball’s meeting in New 
York this week there is one ma- 
jor problem which the game must 
face. 

This is the draft of fathers 
which has been going along at a 
steady clip and will likely increase 
through the winter. 

The game has already given up 
many fine players to various war 
services and if the draft increases 
its pace, the problem of complet- 
ing even average teams will be no 
light one. 

The general understanding is 
that baseball will go ahead with 
what it may have left by spring. 

Naturally the course of the war 
will have a lot to do with base- 
ball’s 1944 fate. If the war picks 
up any incr2ased speed through 
the winter, and then carries on 
into spring and summer, ¢ there 
will be no such sporting season 
as the present waning year has 
known.

It would be a much simpler 
matter if any prophet could = 
exactly when the war will brea 
up in Europe—and be right about 
it. This is still too much of a 
guess to call for any planning be- 
yond 1943, which is now on its 
way to the annual exit.

Dandruff. 

Will you please give the recipe 
for the pomade for dandruff, 
which we found in your column 
years ago and used with great sat- 
isfaction. (L. C. E. 

Answer—Thoroughly mix a 
dram (teaspoonful) of precipitated 
sulfur (milk of sulphur), 20 grains 
(one-third teaspoon salicylic acid, 
ine one ounce (about 2 rounded 
tablespoons) of ointment of rose 
waters (not ordinary commercial 
“cold cream”), Part hair and rub 
into scalp, not on the hair) a small 
amount of this on fingertips, apply- 
ing to one-fourth of scalp each 
evening. Shampoo once a week. In 
a few weeks this should clear up 
dandruff. After that, apply it oc- 
casionally as needed. 

Foul Breath. 

Actress, with complete poise aft- 
er we get going, but my stomach 
always loops the loop just before 
curtain time. Then the upset 
leaves my breath with bad odor.

Answer—Keep on hand a bottle 
of standard Solution of Sodium 
Hypochlorite, sometimes called 
Dakin’s Solution, Use a teaspoon- 
ful to the ounce (8 or 10 teaspoon- 
fuls) of water, as mouthwash as 
often as needed.

Answer—lI do.not advise taking 
quinine for head noises. You 
should turn the quinine into your 
druggist or, if you prefer, send it 
directly to the U. S. Public Health 
Service, in Washington, D. C., for 
use for treatment of malaria in our 
service men in the South Pacific, 
African, Italian areas. 

Neat Little Racket. 

It is highly unprofessional of 
you to speak as you do of the use 
of the POISON label & tincture 
of iodine. You should know that 
the law requires that tincture of 
iodine be labeled POISON. 

(L. M. H,) 

Answer—I know. First the 
druggists contrive to keep the law 
alive. It keeps the sale of iodine 
in their hands—prevents the groc- 
er from supplying it, for instance. 
Nevertheless, it is absurd to label 
Mild Tincture of Iodine—the kind 
commonly used as first aid dis- 
infectant of wounds and “(for 
painting on swellings, bruises and 
the like — “poison” —most drug- 
gists sell indiscriminately over the 
counter numerous  pain-killers 
that are far more dangerous, and 
nary a suggestion that such dope 
is dangerous or poisgnous.

A lot of you are grumbling be- 
cause you are gaining weight. 
You put all the blame on the high 
starch diet—which you really like! 
Instead of fish, which you can al- 
ways take or leave, you have pan- 
cakes or a noodle dish or some 
other high starch favorite on the 
meatless days. That steps up the 
starch, which gives you calories, 
and lowers the /protein, which 
helps you to burn calories. 


It may be perfectly true that 
you are not eating enough more 
food to notice and, nevertheless, 
are putting on weight. But when 
you can’t get the food you would 
take ordinarily, be careful to make 
your second choice from good 
groups which provide the same es- 
sentials. That will keep you from 
unbalancing the menus and the 
scales from shooting up. Moreover 
it will keep you from developing 
an insidious, nagging hunger 
which makes you crave food so 
much you lose control over your 
appetite. 

Use your nutrition sense and 
you can hold your weight down to 
normal and be better fed while 
you are about it. There are only 
seven groups of foods you have to 
remember in choosing a day’s me- 
nus for the nutritive essentials. 
Put these foods first on your me- 
nu, and you are not apt to gain 
weight; restrict yourself to them, 
— you can reduce, Here is the 
ist; 

1. Meat, fish, fowl, peas, beans 
or lentils. 

2, Milk or cheese. 

3. Eggs (preferably one a day; 
at least four a week). 

4. Citrus fruits or tomatoes. 

5. Green leafy and yellow vege- 
tables. 

6. Other fruits and vegetables. 

7. Whole grain’ bread and ce- 
reals.

Comparative Costs 

Revelation of the fact that it costs 49 
cents more per pupil per day to educate 
a child in Atlanta than it does in Macon has 
brought the majority of citizens around to a 
realization of the economic benefits which 
would stem from a merger of our local city 
and county school systems. 

The per diem cost of schooling for each 
Atlanta pupil is listed, in the records of the 
State Department of Education, as $1.12 per 
day for whites and 40 cents for Negroes. Con- 
trast this with Macon’s 63 cents for whites 
and 15 cents for Negroes, considering also the 
fact that Macon schools have an equally high 
scholastic rating, and the extravagance of a 
dual school system .becomes increasingly evi- 
dent. 

It is significant, in this connection, that 
Atlanta and Columbus alone, of all the metro- 
politan counties in the state, still cling to the 
archaic dual education program. The re- 
mainder have long since realized the utter folly 
of duplicated effort and have consolidated 
their city and county units. 

The results, to put it mildly, have been im- 
pressive. 

In Chatham county, for instance, the per 
pupil cost of school operation is 66 cents and 
36 cents as against Atlanta’s $1.12 and 40 cents. 

In Richmond county, the cost is 76 and 21 
cents, 36 and 19 tents lower, respectively, for 
white and Negro than Atlanta. 

And in Glynn county, finally, the cost is 
but 56 and 25, the expense of educating white 
pupils being exactly half that of the Atlanta 
system. 

Is it any wonder, then, that thinking people 
are advocating immediate consolidation of the 

Atlanta and Fulton systems? 
: Is. there any logical excuse, in the face of 
such figures, for further procrastination?

More Postwar Planning 

There is in progress, this week, in Atlanta, 
a conference of Salvation Army leaders of the 
southern division, conStituting 15 states and 
the District of Columbia: Commissioner Edward 
J. Parker, national commander, will be here 
today to attend the closing sessions of the 
conference. ? 

In outlining the purposes of the conference, 
Commissioner William C. Arnold, territorial 
commander, said: all activities are to be re- 
viewed and plans for improvement undertaken. 
“Our postwar planning is of the utmost im- 
portance and must be set in motion at once,” 
he concluded. 

There will be little quarreling with that 
statement. The part to be played in the re- 
making of the world, after the war is over, by 
the Salvation Army must be large. Without 
it, the future would loom much darker. 

The ideals which motivate the Salvation 
Army are, in individual application, the same 
ideals of freedom, of security and of love for 
fellow men which must form the foundation 
of any world society that is to remain stable 
and permit mankind to advance. 

The Salvation Army won its laurels long 

ago, but, especially in those countries which 
have felt the heavier blows of war, it has added 
much to its stature in public esteem by reason 
of the manner in which it has met its responsi- 
bilities and done more than its share in aiding 
the stricken and comforting the bereaved. 
“ Jt has suffered, both by destruction of its 
property and by many deaths in its ranks, side 
by side with the humble people of the bombed 
cities. 

Now it begins planning the part it seeks to 
play in the postwar world. That part will, 
beyond doubt, be important and of high value. 
But it is safe to say the rock foundation of its 
service, in the future as in the past, will always 
be its belief in salvation for every individual, 
no matter how far down in the moral or 
spiritual scale that individual may have fallen.

“Full of Fight” 


That there is a lesson for the whole péople 


; of this country of ours’ to learn in the story 


of Tarawa, becomes more and more evident 
as details of the terrific fight staged on that 
Pacific atoll become better known. 

Our Marines took the little island, one of 
the Gilberts. They took it in three days of 
fighting, a comparatively short time. But, in 
doing so, they suffered terrific losses. Some 
areas of the beach were completely covered 
with the bodies of our dead. That the Japa- 
nese suffered greater losses, that their force 
was completely annihilated at the end, does 
not lessen the price we paid for that victory. 

Tarawa will be important in our future 
strategy. Already the Seabees have the air field 
there in operation. It will be a base for the 
air attack against the Marshall islands and 
other Japanese strong points. 

The lesson we should learn, however, is 
that the Japanese soldier is still strong in the 
will to'fight. The Japanese army has, as yet, 
been barely touched, in the words of Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, commander of the mid- 
Pacific area. The Japanese, he said during an 
inspection tour of Tarawa, are “well trained 


and full of fight.” 


The same is true regarding the Germans, 


as we have learned from the Italian campaign. 

And the great, overall lesson we must all 
learn, thoroughly, is that the war is nowhere 
near its end, there is still bitter, long and costly 
fighting ahead, against a stubborn and a 
determined foe. 

We shall need all the reserve strength we 
can put into our armed forces as well as every 
ounce of the united power of this nation and 
her allies before the final, conclusive victory 


is won. 
That is the lesson of Tarawa. — 


Panama Canal Defenses 
About four years ago the United States 
embarked on a ten-year program of arming 


the approaches to the Panama Canal, and was 


leisurely carrying out the plan when the 
Japanese struck at Pearl Harbor. Attack by a 
LSise squadron of Japs, bent on destruction 
of the canal locks, was considered possible at 
any moment, and Brigadier General Gordon 
R. Young, chief engineer, received orders to 
complete the task in 1942. In addition the ten- 
year program was almost doubled. 

When he wound up the job a short time 
ago another gigantic project had been accom- 
plished in a manner at which Americans have 
become adept. It not only meant defense 
works for the Panama Canal Zone alone, but 
the approaches from both the Caribbean and 
Pacific sides, north into Panama and south 
into Colombia, with many of the locations in 
virgin jungle without even a trail to them and 
on the sides of the mountains whose peaks 
rise out of the matted jungle. 

There was the problem of building hundreds 
of miles of -roads to inaccessible areas, the 
construction of quarters for workmen who had 
not then been recruited, and the sanitation of 
large areas that the men might work free from 
jungle diseases and fevers. The problem of 
securing supplies was tremendous. After esti- 
mates had been made members of the staff 
scoured the United States for what was needed, 
and when it had been assembled and inspected, 
it was rushed to its destination. It was diffi- 
cult to find what was wanted and even more 
difficult to ship 25,000 tons a month to Panama, 
owing to the shortage in shipping. Other 
members of the staff recruited civilian labor 
in the United States and the Latin countries, 
Upward of 35,000 were employed to complete 
the gigantic task in the time specified. 

The apparent danger to the Panama Canal 
is infinitely less than it was a year ago, 
because of the change in fighting fronts, but 
authorities insist the safety of the Canal 
remains in the fact the United States has 
done all possible to minimize any attack that 
might be made by Nazis or Japs.

Georgia Editors Say: 


PRISON REFORM PROGRESSES 
(From The Macon News.) 

Governor Arnall and Wiley Moore are to be 
commended for procuring from the federal gov- 
ernment the loan of Ben Overstreet Jr. to serve 
as deputy director of corrections in the new state 
prison setup. In addition to great natural talent 
and ability, Mr. Overstreet will bring to the Geor- 
gia prison system the advantage of years of ad- 
ministrative experience in a humane and intelli- 
gent prison system. He has served as parole 
officer of the federal penitentiary in Atlanta, and 
is now assistant warden of that institution. Over- 
street’s experience and technical qualifications 
and Wiley Moore’s busimess capacity and progres- 
sive outlook afford assurance that prison reform 
in Georgia is really under way. 

All this is as it should be. Past flareups at 
the infamy of Georgia’s medieval prison system 
have usually come to naught, because responsible 
officials have lacked either the will or the wish, 
too often both, to do anything about it. But Gov- 
ernor Arnall apparently means business. He 
seems to intend to clean up the prison mess as 
completely as he redeemed the educational sys- 
tem from the consequences of policial skulldug- 

ery. 

: This can’t be done overnight. But the step 
just taken is an augury that it will be done 
soundly and solidly. The prison legislation en- 
acted at the extraordinary session, followed by 
the designation of Wiley Moore as director of 
corrections, was a start. The appointment of Ben 
Overstreet as Moore’s deputy and alter ego is real 
progress toward decent and enlightened prison 
administration.

It was the story of 
the tailor who came to a vain king and told him 
of a new cloth—a cloth which was so grand and 
so beautiful that only eyes which were truly 
royal could see it. 

“Cannot the King see it?” asked the tailor, 
as he and his assistants spread out the invis- 
ible cloth on their arms. The ministers were 
called and, of course, they could see no cloth, 
but they wanted the King to believe they had 
royal eyes and so, after a time the tailor was 

told to make the King a suit out of this majestic material which 
common eyes could not see. 4 

For days there was measuring and fitting. The vain King stood 
by the hour as the invisible stuff was cut and trimmed and fitted. 
One could see the needles move as it was sewn for the vain King 
who was too vain to admit that he could see nothing of the ma- 
terial.

It does not mean we approve of 
the devil when we give him due

Bearing this preamble in mind, 
let us look, this morning, to some 
recent military achievements by 
the Germans and, in all honesty, 
give them due credit therefore. 

Look at the Russian front, first. 

The German armies, fighting a 
losing battle there, have been 
forced back anywhere from 300 
to 600 miles, in different sectors 


of the long battle line. The Rus- 


sian generalship and staff work 
has been magnificent, the conduct 


of the interlocking campaigns has 


been well-nigh perfect, 
Yet, remember, you haven't 


read yet of any large capture of 
German forces. There have been 
no wholesale eliminations of Ger- 
man divisions or German armies. 
The last Germans to fall into a 
trap were at Stalingrad and they 
were caught more because Hitler 
abandoned them to their fate than 
for any other reason, 


Threat Oft 


Repeated. 

Ever since the Soviet advance 
began there has been repeated 
threats for the triumphant Red 
armies to cut off large segments 
of the German front line troops. 
But have they actually done so, 
so far? Not that you could notice. 
About the only place where any 
sizeable German force has been 
fully trapped is in the Crimea, 
and, according to latest reports, 
they are still full of fight, even 
there. Anyway, I haven’t heard 
of the Russians advancing very 
fast in the Kerch area. 

The threat was serious in the 
big bend of the Dnieper, but the 
way of escape is still open there. 
Now the Russians are reported to

have almost circled Gomel, but 
there is still a pathway of escape 
open for the Germans in that area 
of combat. Of course, at any mo- 
ment, perhaps before you read 
this, the record may have been 
broken. The jaws of a Russian 
trap May, at any time, close on 
Germans by hundreds of thou- 
sands, as at Stalingrad. But, at 
this writing, the Germans have 
managed to extricate themselves 
from every precarious position. 

You must concede that argues 
not only great fighting quality of 
the German soldier, but also mag- 
nificent generalship by his com- 
manders and grand staff work by 
their staffs. 

Military students say successful 


retreat is the most difficult of all 
battle operations. Well, the Ger- 
mans have been forced to retreat, 
all along the Russian line, but no 
one can honestly dispute that re- 
treat has been masterly and utter- 
ly successful. 


Look at 
Italian Front. . 

And look at the front in Italy, 
where the Germans have been 
holding off the best efforts of our- 
selves and the British for months. 
Since the establishment of the 
line, after we had won Salerno 
and Naples, the advances we have 
made can be counted in mighty 
few miles. Of course, the terrain 
is difficult and the weather has 
been bad. The fact remains, how- 
ever, the Germans have there, too, 
put up a magnificent defense and 
have made us pay high for every 
skimpy yard of ground we have 
wrested from them. 

Late news indicates that Mont- 
gomery’s men, at the east end of 
the line have actually cracked the 
main German defgnse line and 
may be on the verge of turning it, 
completely. But even so it has 
taken a long time and a heavy 
cost in life to do it. 

Both the Russian and _ Italian 
fronts prgve one thing. That is, 
the GernyYan armies on the defen- 
sive can put up a longdrawn and 
costly battle before they are forc- 
ed so far back they must capitu- 
late. 

In fact, there is as yet no indi- 
cation those German armies will 
capitulate while a man is left to 
fight. The German soldier has a 
habit of dying at his machinegun, 
no matter how forlorn the hope 
he battles for to the last. 

We are going to win complete 
victory, never doubt it. But don’t 
imagine, for one moment, there is 
any easy road ahead, nor that the 
German armies are apt to crack 
any time soon. The German pe 
ple, under bombing, may br 
before too long. But that the Ger- 
man armies, the German generals, 
will acknowledge defeat soon is 
rather fatuous hope.. They are too 
clever at retreat and at defensive 
warfare, for that. 


The War Today

NEW YORK, Dec. 1. 
Would It If the Allies could 


Be Best? force unconditional 
surrender on Ger- 
many forthwith, would that rep- 


resent the best solution of the 
epochal world problem with which 
we are faced? 

That's a question which couldn't 
have arisen profitably even six 
months ago, because Nazidom 
hadn’t yet sustained the terrible 
hurts which it now bears. How- 
ever, it arises rather naturally to- 
day—or should arise in thoughtful 
minds—because both Allies and 
Axis agree that the European con- 
flict is in its final stages. 

Of course, an immediate termi- 
nation of the war would in many 
ways be a glorious thing, and. let 
it be admitted at once that we 
wouldn’t look such a gift horse 
in the mouth. It would save a 
host of-precious lives and a vast 
amount of suffering.

run?

\.er peace, before 
the German Rach has been 
ground exceedingly\fine in the 
mill of war, wouldn’t merely re- 
sult in another world conflagra- 
tion which would be even more 
destructive than this one. In 
short, would an immediate peace 
be saving the present generation 
at the expense of our children? 

Many people feel that the Al- 
lies held their hand too soon in 
the last war. One of the chief 
reasons why we are saddled with 
World War No. 2 is because Ger- 
many suffered no physical hurt 
in the last one. She lost many of 
the best of her youth, and she 
underwent great privations. But 
the people as a whole never heard 
a pistol fired in anger.., 

In this war the Reich is getting 
a taste of the battlefield, thanks 
to the Allied air forces. Still, 
while there has been heavy loss 
of civilian life in the bombings, 
and the ‘devastation has been 
great, Germany hasn’t yet receiv- 
ed the punishment necessary to 
her reform. This is one of the ex- 
treme cases where corporal pun- 
ishment is the only thing that will 
work. | 

We mustn’t forget that when 
we have performed the task of 
crushing Hitlerism and Prussian 
militarism, we have only started 
on the reform of Germany—the 
trouble-maker of Europe. We still 
have to change the mentality of 
the Prussian race. 


a The job is going to 
Military 32° doubly difficult 
; because for 10 years 
Fanatics Hitler has had the 
youth of Germany in his hands, 
and has moulded it to suit his evil 
purposes. He nas created a gen- 
eration of militaristic fanatics. 
The Reich of today is vastly more 
militaristic minded than®was the 
Reich of Kaiser Wilhelm’s time. 

Some say human nature can't 
be changed. I believe that it can, 
and that Hitler has gone far to- 
wards demonstrating this in the 
manner in which he has manipu- 
lated the thought not only gf his 
own great nation but of some 
others. 

What Hitler has done in Ger- 
many can be done again, this time 
with honest hands. However, it 
seems to be that the first step 
towards permanent peace must be 
to shock the German people into 
realization of the meaning of 
these wars they have been thrust- 
ing upon other countries. And the 
shock must be harsh. 

That brings us back to our 
original question—whether an im- 
mediate peace would be a good 
thing, if it could be had. Nat- 
urally our first thought is that we 
desire peace as soon as we can 
force unconditional surrender. We 
want our soldier boys back home. 

Still, I think most ef us will 
hope that, pending the inevitable 
surrender of the enemy, we shall 
find the time to blast Berlin and 
many other German cities to dust. 

Many of us will hope to see Al- 
lied armies. criss-crossing the 
Reich, and our tanks grinding 
through fields which have bred 
generations of German _ soldiers 
but have never experienced war 
in modern times. 

This feeling on our part doesn’t 
represent any desire for revenge. 
It’s an essential contribution to 
the remaking of this sorry world 
of ours.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
RIPE FOR PSYCHOLOGY WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Hereto- 


fore the time has not been ripe 

for a psychological offensive against Germany. 
So long as the German army was winning victories, no political 
move designed to undermine morale, either on the home front or 
in the army, had any chance of success. The 
Germans simply would have laughed at our ef- 
forts to throw a wedge between them and their 
Nazi leaders, just as we have ridiculed their prop 
aganda aimed at President Roosevelt and Prime 

Minister Churchill. 

It goes without saying, therefore, that no full 
scale psychological offensive against the German 
people was appropriate until we had first ex- 
erted pressure on the military front. That pres- 
sure is now being applied with sufficient force 
to permit a vital change in Allied tactics. 

Up until a little more than a year ago Ger- 
mans had suffered no major setback in the war. 
Then the tide of war began to turn. The de 
feat of Rommel at El Alamein was the first 
disaster. It was later cemented by the landing 
of British and American forces in North Africa, 
which sealed the fate of the crack Afrika Korps. 

Shortly thereafter came the catastrophe of Stalingrad, where 
an entire German army of some 300,000 men was trapped and. 
wiped out. Tunis and Bizerte were the next milestones in tha 
receding Axis war tide. . 


GERMANY LEFT ALONE After that came the invasion of 
: Sicily, which threw Italy into an 
emotional turmoil and resulted in the overthrow of the pompous 
Mussolini. Il Duce’s political demise was followed by the greatest 
disaster of them all, the elimination of Italy from the war. Ger- 
many was left standing alone in Europe, with the three greatest 
powers in the world aligned against her. 
From the moment Italy stepped out of the war every thinking 
German must have realized that defeat was inevitable for the Axis. ° 
But that was not the end of the ebb ftow of war events which 
began at El Alamein. The great German summer offensive which 
Hitler had promised in Russia backfired after a brief flourish and 
ended in one of the greatest military retreats in all history. During 
the past six months the Red army has driven the Germans out of 
several hundred miles of Soviet territory. Even greater things are 
promised when the winter campaign gets under way. 


THE SEA AND AIR a the sea and in the air, also, the 
ermans for the past year have m 
nothing but disaster. The great fleet of spe Bg which ~~ 
Nazis counted so much to isolate England and prevent the flow of 
American supplies to the various war theaters, has finally been 
brought under control. The U-boat is no longer a menace. 

And now, the greatest calamity of all, in relation to its effect 
on home-front morale, is being concocted through the air. Ger- 
manys principal cities are being systematically destroyed by the 
force of Allied bomber attacks. If we are capable of doing what 
the British did to Berlin in the brief span of one week, what, the 
German people may be asking themselves, can be expected as the 
fate of the numerous smaller cities of the Reich which have noth- 
mn Poe xc the air protection accorded the capital city of the 

Throughout Germany there must be a burning sense of in 
evitable doom. 

Into this heavy atmosphere of anxiety, deep shaded and for 
bidding, President Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill and Mar- 
shal Stalin are about to drop what has been appropriately de 
scribed as a two-ton political blockbuster. 


TO BE TOLD TRUTH The German people and the German 

army are about to be told the cold 
truth of reality about their position. A joint declaration by the 
three leading Allied government heads seems certainly in the mak- 
ing. The psychological bomb is being prepared. 

No one outside of the principals involved knows the contents 
of the declaration being prepared, of course, but it is easy to surmise 
its scope and purpose. The purpose will undoubtedly be-to con- 
vince the German people there is no loner the slightest possibility 
of a German victory and that the sacrifices they are now making 
are futile and foolish, in the kight continued resistance can mean 
only that countless lives will be lost and most of Germany’s cities 
will be destroyed. 

We may assume, too, the President, the Prime Minister and the 
Soviet government head will take proper steps to assure the German 
people they will not suffer the same fate as their Nazi leaders, 
whose necks we intend to break, provided. they show some disposi- 
tion to co-operate in removing the cause of their present plight. 

By way of good faith, the Allied leaders are in position to point 
to our handling of the Italian situation. 

For the first time since the war started, the Allies, it seems. are 
about to launch a great political offensive. We have waited until 
the moment was propitious, just as we have delayed opening the 
second front until there was a strong chance of it succeeding. 

The time is now at hand. The brains of the master craftsmen 
are at work. We may expect to see the fruits of their labor any 
day. What comes from the reported current meetings of Mr. Roose- 
velt, Mr. Churchill and Premier Stalin may easily provoke the 
most crucial development of the war. 

It it not too much to hope that what they have to say proves to 
be equally as forceful as the famous Fourteen Points of President 
Wilson, which is credited with being the main psychological factor 
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“T don’t usually mind him dragging his feet but darn it— 
that’s my stamp he’s wearing!”

Today, Private Charley Mur- 
doch, wounded paratroop veteran, 
continues his undramatic but some- 
' how strangely” 
compelling sto- 
ry of one man’s 
share in the Af.- 
rican invasion— 
the same kind 
of story that a 
million combat 
troops who 
fought the war 
without glory 
or medals will 
be able to tell 
when it is over. 

Yesterday he 

told of landing 

in Africa, and 

the savage straf- 

ing of his trans- 

port plane which killed four and 
wounded 16 of his platoon of 30 
men. He now has reached a little 
airfield, held by U. S. armored 
forces, after an all-night march. 

Private Murdoch speaking: 

“After the armored unit had 
gone back to where we crash land- 
ed and got our dead and wounded 
and brought them back ‘the captain 
ordered out a detail for burial 
duty. He made us shave and clean 
some of the mud off, and after he 
had said a short prayer over the 
bodies we fired a volley. Then we 
buried them over in one corner of 
the airfield. There was the lieu- 
tenant, and this Air Corps fellow 
who got his foot shot off in the 
plane, and two more I don’t re- 
member their names right now. I 
think I heard somewhere later 
they were the first Americans to 
be buried on African soil, but I 
don't know. 

On Guard Duty. 

“We stayed on guard around 
this field for a couple of days with 
nothing going on except they 
bombed us at night. Then the 
third day, early in the morning we 
took off again to make a combat 
jump at a little airfield near a 
town called Yukes le Banes. (aux- 
les-Bains.) 

“We got over this field about 9 
o'clock and we could see the 
Frenchmen dug in down. there 
with a lot of automatic weapons 
trained on the field and it looked 
like it might be a pretty busy 
morning. We bailed out at about 
200 feet and hit the ground and 
lay there. But they didn’t shoot 
at us so we didn’t shoot either 
and pretty soon the French start- 
ed walking down off their hill to- 
ward us. leaving their guns. I 
was certainly relieved. 

“Our officers walked over and 
met them and then we all stood 
ground talking awhile, except we 
couldn’t tell what the Frenchmen 
were saving. They mooched a lot 
of cigarets and then they pulled 
out and left us. 

“We stayed at this field five 
days and we surely sweated it 
out. We didn’t have but four com- 
te minute the Germans would be 
coming in with parachute troops 
and glider troops and we didn’t 
have anything bigger than a .30- 
caliber to stop them with, except 
some little old 61 millimeter mor- 
tars. Then late one evening this 
t’. S. antitank outfit showed up 
down the road and you should of 
heard us holler and laugh. We 
were-so glad to see them we could 
have kissed them because they 
had 37s and 75s and 50 calibers. 

Germans Had Left. 

“There must have been some 
trouble over around Gafsa_ be- 
cause that same night the anti- 
tankers got in they loaded three 
companies of us paratroops on 
some French trucks and we'start- 
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the Germans came in. So at day- 
light we went in—the French and 
us—but the Germans had left. We 
just found two, an officer and a 
private who hid out and didn’t 
leave because they wanted to get 
captured. So we captured them. 
It was the first Germans we had 
seen. 

“The French people in Gafsa 
said the’ Germans had let the 
Arabs do what they pleased and 
they had looted the stores and 
robbed the banks and attacked a 


lot of the women. So, that morn- |. 


ing we went down in this little 
date palm grove where the Arabs 
had a lot of mud and stick houses 
and rounded up a lot of Arab men 
and took them back and turned 
them over to the French. They 
didn’t run or fight, but they look- 
ed pretty scared when they came 
along with us. | 

“They must have held some sort 
of trial for I heard later that the 
Arabs that had done all the loot- 
ing had been identified. Anyway, 
along toward the middle of the 
afternoon the French = started 
bringing these Arabs—later on we 
called them Gooks, which was just 
a soldier name for them, but then 
we were calling them Arabs—out 
in the square and shooting them. 

Arabs Executed. 

“They would drive a car up 
with one Arab in it and tell him 
to get out and walk off and when 
he got just a little piece away 
this French firing squad would 
cut down on him. Then a French 
officer would go over and shoot 
him again in the back of the head. 
They kept bringing them in this 
way for a long time and before 
it was over there was about 25 
Arabs scattered around in the 
square. 

“We stood there on the walls of 
this little French fort which we 
were bivouacked in, watching it, 
and some of us got a little sick at 
the stomach for a minute. 

“But we were all pretty tired 
and hungry so we settled down 
to open up something to chew on 
and to rest up a little. We hadn’t 
got more than settled down good 
though. when we got word a Ger- 
man-armored column was headed 
for us and was just about eight 
miles’‘out. We fell in and started 
out to meet them.”

Nazis Would Scra P 
‘Secret Weapon’ 


To Escape Bombs 


MADRID, Dec. 1.—(P)—A sug- 
gestion that Germany may forego 
the use of her “secret reprisal 
weapon” if the Allies stop bomb- 
ing Reich cities was published to- 
day by the newspaper Madrid in 
a dispatch from its Berlin corre- 
spondent. 

The proposal was advanced as 
the personal idea of: Octavio de 
Alcazar, the correspondent, after a 
survey of the tremendous damage 
inflicted on the German capital 
by Allied bombs. Although possi- 
bly a German propaganda “plant,” 
the suggestion—in the form in 
which it was advanced—left Nazi 
officials in the position of being 
able to denounce it as not reflect- 
ing Berlin’s attitude, which so far 
consists of threats of violent re- 
prisals. 

De Alcazar declared that the 
German people are absolutely 
convinced that Germany’s reprisal 
actions against the Allies will not 
be long waeainbest™ 


FDR Sees Future Day 


To Honor Servicemen 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt expects of the 
future a day of glory which can 
be set aside to honor the men of 
the American armed forces more 
fittingly than the anniversary of 
Pearl Harbor, a day of disaster 
stemming from “infamy.” 

He broadly indicated that con- 
fidence in a message to congress 
today, vetoing a resolution which 
would have designated December 
7 as Armed Services Honor Day. 

“I consider the commemoration 
of the day fixed in the measure to 
be singularly inappropriate,” the 
message said, adding that it 
seemed to him premature to fix 
now a day to honor those who 
have served in the present war 
and concluding: 

“IT think a more suitable date 
can be selected for this purpose, 
and that future events will ordain 
the proper date for such a com- 
memoration.” ‘

GEORGIA 
VS. JAPS 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 1—(f)— 
Georgia is on the verge of per- 
manently wresting a $4,000,000 
annual horticultural industry from 
Japan, experiments by the Univer- 
sity of Georgia Agricultural Col- 
lege indicate, President Harmon 
W. Caldwell said today. 

Specifically, 50,000,000 Easter 
lily bulbs, formerly supplied 
American florists every year by 
Japanese growers, can be supplied 
by Georgians—and better bulbs, 
less susceptible to disease—are al- 
ready being grown by producers 
in this state, particularly in 
Dougherty, Colquitt, Spalding, Bul- 
loch, Crisp, Washington and Bibb 
counties. 

The Easter lily bulb industry 
was begun by an amateur grower, 
Dr. H. D. Wilson, Albany, down in 
Dougherty county, attracting the 
attention of Roy A. Bowden, Col- 
lege of Agriculture horticulturist. 
Several years ago Bowden began 
scientific experiments which dis- 
closed the Georgia-grown bulbs 
are easier to “force” into out-of- 
season blooms and made ready 
for Easter sale. They are sound- 
er, and less inclined to disease 
which*caused economic losses dur- 
ing the time Japan exclusively 
furnished this country. 

In a detailed report to President 
Caldwell and Dean Paul W. Chap- 
man of the College of Agriculture, 
Bowden said the lily bulbs can 
be produced in commercial quan- 
tities throughout Georgia, but the 
loamy soil of middle Georgia 
seems best adapted to growing 
them. 

Already U. S. florists are buying 
Georgia-grown bulbs for the East- 
er trade and the growers are said 
to have contracted their entire 
available supply for some time to 
come. No Japanese bulbs have 
been shipped into. this country 
since Pearl Harbor. 

Bulbs formerly raised in Japan 
and sold to American florists 
brought seven cents each, exclu- 
sive of tariff and other incidental 
costs. The same size bulb now- 
adays are bringing 60 cents each. 
Easter lilies formerly selling at 50 
cents per bloom now bring more 
than $1 per bloom during the pres- 
ent scarcity of bulbs. 


Japan may resume shipments of 
lily bulbs after the war but Bow- 
den believes experiments made by 
the Agricultural College demon- 
strate that Georgia-grown bulbs 
will find a larger market because 
of their superiority to the Japa- 
nese product. They can be raised 
and sold to the trade at a profit 
to producers at the over-all price 
florists paid for the Nipponese 
bulbs. 

First Georgian to produce bulbs 
in large quantities, Dr. Wilson 
has approximately six acres de- 
voted to their production in 
Dougherty and Colquitt counties. 
Other growers include Mrs. A. J. 
Welden, Griffin, Spalding county; 
Z..Whitehurst, Statesboro, Bulloch 
county; Ed C. Jones, Cordele, 
Crisp county; Mrs. Will Brantley, 
Tennille, Washington county; Mrs. 
Joseph A. Ennis, Ogeechee; and 
Carling Schatzman, Macon, Bibb 
county. 

Bowden says production of 
bulbs can be carried on profitably 
by Georgia farmers, generally on 
a basis of from one-fourth to one- 
half acres. Planting time is in 
September and the harvesting 
comes in July.

Shipbuilding 
Problem Child 


“The postwar prospects of the 
large shipbuilding industries in 
the southeast are extremely poor,” 
warns the Monthly Review of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 

Workers flocking to .the shi 
yards in Savannah, Brunswick, Bi. 
loxi, Gulfport, Pascagoula, Mobile 
and Panema City will have a post- 
war choite between three general 
alternatives: they can seek other 
jobs in fhe erstwhile shipbuilding 
centers, they can go on relief, or 
they can seek employment else- 
where. , 

Between September, 1942, and 
September, 1943, war employment 


in Brunswick, Ga., increased four- 
fold. An addition of only 8 per 
cent is expected by March 1, 1944. | 
This increase will take place | 
largely in the local shipyards. 
About 85 per cent of total antici- 
pated labor demand up: to March 
1, 1944, will be the result of an- 
ticipated migration from the 
Brunswick area, including mili- 
tary service withdrawals. Ship- 
yard employment is nearing its 
prospective peak. 

Not only have the shipbuilding 
industries expanded, but also the 
service industries, creating an- 
other postwar re-employment 
problem. Any large migration 
from the shipbuilding centers com- 
parable to the in-migration in the 
early years of the war will cur- 
tail their services as well. 

As mitigating factors it is rec- 
ognized that the employment in 
any shipyard is more likely to 
dwindle gradually than to termi- 
nate suddenly, the Reviéw points 
out. Remaining contracts have 
different periods to run, so that 
disemployment probably will not 
occur everywhere at once. Also, 
some other war industries will 
still be continuing, perhaps ex- 
panding, and civilian ‘ndustry will 
be on the increase, 

Department stores in the Sixth 
Federal Reserve district have 
more goods on hand than they 
had prior to the war, the Review 
asserts, although inventories have 
declined in October from Septem- 
ber. 

Currency circulation in the 
Sixth Federal Reserve district in- 
creased by 77 per cent in a year’s 
time. On November 24 the cir- 
culation of Federal Reserve notes 
issued by the bank stood at $888.,- 
200,000.

LONDON, Dec. 1:—(#)—The 
house of commons overwhelming- 
ly upheld today the action of 
Home Secretary Herbert Morrison 
in releasing from prison Sir Os- 
wald Mosley, prewar Fascist lead- 
er, rejecting by a vote of 327 to 
62 an amendment censuring the 


government action. 

Morrison in debate defended 
his release of Mosley, and he| 
repeatedly offered to resign. He 
told the house that he would 
“not have the job” if he were 
forced to yield to “likes or dislikes 
or according to mobs.” 

After Laborite John Parker de- 
manded whether the government 
planned “a similar line foe Rudolf 
Hess and Hitler after the war,” 
Morrison admitted he had not ex- 
tracted a promise from the former 
blackshirt chieftain ‘‘to be a good 
boy and behave as a good citi- 
zen,” before he was freed.
